The cough that 
werried the patient so much has a)- 
most disappeared and there is no fur- 
ther trace of the partial paralysis of 
one arm and one side of his mouth. 
He is not yet able to take solid food, 
but gets abundant predigested nour- 
lishment and is very cheerful. 

With his recovery practically as- 
sured, the question uppermost now is 
the disposition of Gallagher, who tis 
said to be almost a .wreck, following 
his act. Defiant at first, he has gone 
to pieces rapidly since being deprived 
of drugs and customary stimulants 
under the prison rules. 

It is belleved that the Mayor will 
use his influence in getting as light a 
sentence as possible for Gallagher, 
whom he considers the weak tools of 
plotters higher up. 

It may be that Gallagher will fur- 
nish important revelations of the sup- 
posed plot against the Mayor, said to 
exist in police circles and in Tammany 
Hall, by Incompetents whom the Mayor 
has severed from the pay roll. 

Samuel P. Jacktoff, who will de- 
fend Gallagher, will plead insanity for 
his client and is buliding up a strong 
line on that basis.

LABOR UNION PICKETS MUST 
STAY IN JAIL.

The last desperate hope of the jabor- 
union agitators who thought to excite 
public sympathy by letting themselves 
be arrested for violating the anti-pick- 
eting ordinance, and later found that 
they had been butting their heads 
againet a wall, was @mashed yesterday 
when Judge Bordwell diemissed the 
habeas corpus proceedings in the Borns 
case and remanded the defendant. 

When the union bosses started their 
campaign to run the business of their 
dupes and employers, Edward Borns 
wae one of these who chose to do the 
martyr act. Despite the orders of the 
Council and police he posted himself as 
a picket and was having a high time 
when the police took him into custody. 

When the number of pickets had 
been so reduced that the pension list 
of the union Was able to recover 4 
little from the severe strain which it 
underwent for a few days, an effort 
wee made to get Borns out of jail on 


tence imposed upen him because 
had been cunvicted under an ordinance 
which they did not think wae right. 
The fault which the unionites Gnd with 
the anti-picketing ordinance is that it 
went inte effect immediately it was 
signed by the Mayor, and did not have 
to walt over thirty days as provided 
in the referendum law.

‘The judge expressed the 
belief that, were the subject matter 
of the ordinance something which did 
net affect public peace, health or mor- 
ale. it would not have been taken out 
of the category of ordinances, lying 
dormant until the expiration of thirty 
days, irrespective of any declaration 
made in the to the con- 


hand, said he, if the 
subject matter in the ordinance be 
semething which immediately § affects: 
the peace, health and safety of the 
community, then it is within the power 
ef the Counct] to Geclare that the or- 
dinance shall take effect immediately 
as an vuraent matter. 

In the end the judge said that the 
exercising of its diseretion by the 
Council ie not the subject for review 
and that In all cases of this character 
the declaration of the Counct! that 
urgency requires that the ordinance 
shall take immediate effect shall be 
econelusive and the courts will not in- 
terfere.
